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The 37,°* 38, 39 and 40 Armies of the 4 Field aray moved from southwest 
Kwangtung to Canton and then northward on the Canton-Bankow Railroad. 


The 34 and 42 Armies moved from Loting (111-28, 22-41) through Kaoyao 
(112-28, 23-03) te Canton and then northward, They were probably en route 
from Kwangei., 


The 21°° Army Group, consisting of troops formerly under CH’EN Ming~Jjen 
( BR 4H A=), °°" moved from southwest Kwangtung through Canton to Hankow. 


The total of the above troops was roughly 680,000 to 70,000. Very few of 
these troops remained in the Canton area, **** 


Four divisions from the 4 Field Army moved into the Canton area, two from 
Chungshan (113-36, 22-22) and two from Paoan (113-56, 29-32). They were 
replaced by units from the Kwangtung-Kwangsi Column under TSENG Sheng.
